Some people are interested in sound finances and some could care less. 
I he following is information for those citizens of voting age, who CARE, and 
the youth in our high schools who will be our future leaders and must under­ 
stand what money and values are.

The philosophy of

First, to get 
on a pay-as-you-go basis, instead of back door financing. Second, was reduc­ 
tion of the debt which was costly. As of January 1, 1966, the budget called 
for interest payments of $99,310.00 or $2.45 on the tax rate. In 1970, 
interest charges will NOT exceed $34,000.00 or less than .90c per thousand 
on the tax rate.

His o nly 
prev io us attempt was as head o f a student v eterans 
asso ciatio n which fo ug ht fo r o n campus ho using at Sac­ 
ramento Co lleg e in Califo rnia. He calls his pro test mo v e­ 
ment the Av erag e C itizens Vo ters and Tax pay ers Asso ci­ 
atio n o f America. 


Bahem do es no t call his mo v ement a tax pay er’s re­ 
v o lt, but a tax pay er’s fig ht fo r his rig hts. We think he 
has a g o o d idea.
